THE  PRESIDENT  REPORTS 


PRESIDENT    HIGHLIGHTS   UNIVERSITY  PROGRESS 


Dear  Friends, 

During  the  past  year  a  committee  representing  all  segments 
of  the  University  family  worked  diligently  on  an  institutional 
self-evaluation  study,  the  fruits  of  which  were  compiled  into  a 
report  submitted  to  the   Middle  States  Association.   On  the 

basis  of  this  report  and  the 
visitation  of  an  evaluation 
team  to  our  campus  in  IVIay, 
the  Middle  States  Commis- 
sion reaffirmed  the  accredita- 
tion of  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania  for  another  ten 
year  period.  In  a  letter  to  me 
from  Dr.  Elizabeth  J. 
McCormack,  chairman  of  the 
Commission,  she  stated, 
"This  action  reflects  the  con- 
fidence of  your  colleagues  in 
the  contribution  you  are 
making  to  higher  education  and  their  belief  that  you  will 
continue  to  strive  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  offered 
by  the  University." 

I  also  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  recently  evaluated  the  baccalaure- 
ate degree  nursing  program  at  the  University,  following  which 
approval  was  granted.  In  the  letter  granting  full  approval  status 
to  this  program,  Mrs.  Virginia  W.  Moore,  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Nurse  Examiners,  stated  that  the  Board  "commends 
the  nursing  faculty  on  the  new  program  it  has  developed."  I 
wish  to  commend  Dr.  Marian  Murray,  chairman  of  the  Nursing 
Department,  and  her  excellent  staff  for  the  outstanding  job 
they  have  done  in  gaining  recognition  and  approval  of  their 
baccalaureate  nursing  program  so  soon  after  it  has  been 
established. 


As  part  of  our  continuing  planning  effort,  the  committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Bernard  T.  Gillis,  Academic 
Vice  President  and  Provost,  is  developing  a  planning  concept 
for  the  future  development  of  the  University.  This  project  is 
being  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  a  similar  effort  among 
the  state  colleges  designed  to  provide  an  updated,  integrated 
educational  program  for  higher  education  among  the  state 
owned  institutions. 

You  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  the  University  Foundation 
Board,  at  its  May  meeting,  voted  to  employ  a  professional 
fundraiser  who  will  be  paid  from  Foundation  funds  until  such 
time  as  the  University  can  afford  to  assume  this  responsibility. 
He  will  be  working  with  alumni  director  Larry  Judge  in 
development  activities  which  hopefully  will  secure  additional 
funds  for  certain  of  our  urgent  needs  that  cannot  be  covered 
through  our  regular  budget. 

I  would  like  to  conclude  this  report  by  sharing  with  you  a 
compliment  recently  paid  the  University  by  a  high  state 
official  in  Harrisburg  whose  daughter  transferred  to  Indiana 
this  summer  from  a  prestigious  Southeastern  university.  The 
father  informed  me  that  his  daughter  was  acquiring  the  type  of 
education  and  enjoying  the  type  of  college  experience  that  she 
had  hoped  for  but  had  been  unable  to  get  prior  to  coming  to 
lUP. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  you  all  at  Homecoming  October  6.

ALUMIMI  NOW  HAVE  CHANCE  TO  SEEK  RETAINING  OF 

JOHN  SUTTON'S  CAMPUS  ARCHITECTURE  HERITAGE 

Although  it  is  now  virtual  certainty  that  John  Sutton  Hall,  as  reported  in  the  spring 
Report  to  the  Alumni,  must  be  razed  to  make  way  for  a  new,  expansive  library  on 
campus,  prospects  are  good  that  the  latter  structure  can  be  designed  in  Sutton's 
general  architectural  style  and  retain  her  bell  tower. 

Even  this  is  not  yet  assured,  however,  and  alumni  are  asked  to  write  the  Office  of 
Alumni  Affairs  favoring  such  a  regard  for  campus  heritage,  so  that  this  feeling  might  be 
conveyed  to  officials  in  Harrisburg.  This  follows  the  recommendation  of  the  Alumni 
Association  Executive  Council  meeting  in  May. 

Adopting  of  this  position  came  only  after  suggested  attempts  on  the  part  of  alumni 
to  raise  up  to  $2.5  million,  the  amount  required  by  Harrisburg,  to  save  and  renovate 
Sutton,  were  fully  considered.  For  several  reasons,  it  was  determined  that  any  such 
efforts  would  be  destined  to  fall  far  short. 

Importantly,  it  remains  impossible  to  secure  from  officials  in  Harrisburg  any  type 
of  guarantee  that  such  a  financial  effort  on  the  part  of  alumni,  if  successful,  would 
achieve  the  retaining  of  John  Sutton  Hall.  On  the  contrary,  such  action  might  well 
endanger  the  new  library,  a  truly  critical  academic  need. 

Perhaps  most  telling,  none  of  several  means  employed  to  gauge  the  financial  extent 
of  contributions  that  might  be  expected  from  alumni  for  this  purpose  proved  at  all 
encouraging.  A  successful  campaign  would  require  $100  from  each  of  our  25,000 
graduates,  $250  each  if  even  10,000  were  to  respond. 

Together  with  this,  the  waging  of  such  a  campaign  in  itself  would  be  quite  costly, 
demanding  a  fulltime  staff  of  several  people  and  expenditures  of  a  quarter  to  a  half 
million  dollars.  This  at  a  time  when  the  pressing  financial  needs  of  the  University's 
academic  priorities  have  never  been  more  crucial. 

Questions  have  been  raised  concerning  a  renovation  of  John  Sutton  requiring  the 
full  $4  to  $5  million  figure.  The  fact  stands,  however,  that  it  just  cannot  be  done  for 
less,  as  the  complete  interior  fails  to  meet  safety  standards.  The  cost  estimate  has  come 
only  after  full,  particular  studies. 

As  a  final  note,  nonetheless,  it  should  be  stated  it  stands  as  the  sentiment  of 
President  William  W.  Hassler,  the  full  University  and  alumni  leadership  that  John 
Sutton  represents  the  hallmark  of  campus  heritage.  For  this  reason,  they  will  continue 
any  effort  possible  in  dealings  with  Harrisburg.

NEW  RESIDENCE  HALLS  HONORING 

ESCH,  WALLACE  TO  BE  DEDICATED 


Esch  Hall  Wallace  Hall 

Two  new  residence  halls  recently  completed  on  campus,  Mary  L.  Esch  and 
Florence  Wallace  Halls,  will  be  dedicated  Homecoming  morning.  They  have  been 
constructed  to  replace  all  dormitory  rooms  in  John  Sutton  Hall,  which  has  now  been 
vacated  of  all  students. 

Honored  in  their  naming  are  the  late  Miss  Esch,  who  served  the  University  as 
Registrar  and  as  executive  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Association  for  more  than 
a  half  century,  and  Miss  Wallace,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1912  and  professor 
emeritus  of  history,  who  still  resides  in  Indiana. 

Together,  the  two  structures  house  750  students  and  include  four  home 
management  suites,  which  will  next  spring  be  named  by  the  Home  Economics  Alumni 
organization.  Their  total  cost  has  been  estimated  at  $4.4  million,  and  they  are  now 
fully  in  use. 

Landscaping  of  the  north  court  bordering  Esch  Hall  has  been  initiated  by  Indiana's 
New  York  City  alumni  chapter,  contributing  financially  to  a  planting  of  magnolia 
trees.  All  other  alumni  units  will  be  given  a  similar  opportunity  to  extend  this  project 
further  through  their  gifts. 

Mrs.  Thomas  J.  McManus  of  Pittsburgh,  widow  of  the  late  benefactor  of  Indiana, 
has  commissioned  three  original  oil  paintings  of  John  and  Thomas  Sutton  Halls  by  past 
and  present  art  faculty  Dr.  Orval  Kipp,  Ralph  Reynolds  and  Robert  Cronauer  '37. 
These  honor  the  late  Rose  '18  and  Helen  Brennan  '17.

lUP  BUDGET  PICTURE  CRUCIAL 

As  this  edition  was  going  to  press,  Indiana  University  Vice  President  for  Finance 
George  W.  IVIurdoch,  President  William  W.  Hassler  and  others  were  finding  themselves 
in  the  position  of  still  seeking  appropriations  from  Harrisburg  adequate  for  responsibly 
administering  lUP  for  the  current  year. 

Although  the  state  had  provided  $600,000  more  than  Governor  Shapp  had  first 
suggested,  a  half  million  dollar  cut  in  federal  and  state  grant  programs  virtually  negated 
this.  So,  it  became  all  too  evident  by  publication  date  that  Indiana  required  at  least 
$2.1  million  more  for  mandated  expenses. 

Were  that  amount  not  to  be  funded,  the  University  faced  a  situation  of  cancelling 
totally  all  expenditures  for  such  needs  as  printing,  repairs  to  campus  and  equipment, 
all  office  and  educational  supplies,  library  books,  medical  supplies,  travel  (including 
that  of  supervising  teachers)  and  so  forth. 

Personnel  requirements  were  equally  crucial,  as  the  University  found  it  necessary  to 
eliminate  plans  for  all  new  positions  and  to  continue  a  freeze  that  had  been  placed  on 
the  replacing  of  any  and  all  faculty  retiring  or  resigning.  Greatly  reduced  were  graduate 
assistantships  and  student  help. 

INCREASING  ALUMNI  INVOLVEMENT  SET 

Indiana's  Office  of  Alumni  Affairs  is  presently  considering  several  possibilities  of 
direct  service  on  the  part  of  the  University  to  its  graduates,  and  is  interested  in 
receiving  reaction  concerning  such  plans.  Examples  include  the  organizing  of  Alumni 
Advisory  Councils  and  a  new  "travel  club." 

The  latter  will  relate  to  coming  alumni  tours  to  a  variety  of  selected  destinations, 
and  will  carry  with  it  a  number  of  special  benefits,  chiefly  in  terms  of  communica- 
tions. It  is  planned  that  the  Advisory  Councils  serve  in  terms  of  offering  campus 
academic  departments  both  thought  and  suggestions. 

Among  others  in  various  planning  stages  are  a  summer  continuing  education 
workshop,  certain  career  services,  investment  seminars,  a  network  of  class  represent- 
atives, offering  of  campus  mementoes  for  sale,  taking  part  in  career  conferences  for 
undergraduates  and  a  program  of  effective  legislative  contact. 

ASSOCIATION  REACHES  IMPORTANT  DECISIONS 

New  Alumni  Association  By-Laws  enacted  at  Senior/Alumni  Weekend  this  past  May 
should  do  much  in  potentially  broadening  the  organization's  membership,  ensuring  a 
democratic  election  of  officers,  extending  the  work  of  Association  committees  and 
rendering  the  leadership  more  effective  in  decision  making. 

One  new  provision  considers  all  former  students  who  have  completed  at  least  a 
semester  of  satisfactory  work  at  Indiana,  in  addition  to  actual  graduates,  members  of 
record  in  the  Association.  Another  calls  for  elections  by  printed,  mail  ballot  early 
every  other  year. 

Added  to  standing  committees  for  Projects  and  Annual  Giving  and  for  By-Laws  are 
those  for  Awards,  Budget  and  Finance,  Nominating,  and  Auditing.  Joining  the 
Executive  Board  are  three  new  officers  to  be  known  as  Directors,  and  the  President  of 
the  University  and  of  Student  Government  and  Senior  Class. 

FURGIUELE  TO  RETURN  TO  TEACHING 

Samuel  F.  Furgiuele,  Director  of  Public  Relations  at  the  University  for  the  past  ten 
years,  has  decided  to  return  to  the  teaching  faculty  of  the  Department  of  English 
effective  this  month.  At  Senior/Alumni  Weekend,  he  was  surprised  with  a  formal 
resolution  recognizing  his  service  to  Indiana  alumni. 

Presently  a  Director  and  past  President  of  the  Alumni  Association,  Furgiuele  has 
been  closely  involved  in  behalf  of  Indiana  graduates  for  more  than  20  years.  For  much 
of  this  time,  as  an  example,  he  performed  responsibilities  as  editor  of  all  alumni 
publications. 

He  has  been  President  of  the  State  Council  of  Alumni  Associations  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  in  this  capacity  became  a  leading  spokesman  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Indiana  and 
public  higher  education.  A  former  high  school  teacher  in  Indiana,  Furgiuele  has  been  a 
member  of  the  lUP  English  faculty  since  1957. 

CAMPUS  OFFICIALS  ACTIVELY  CONCERNED 

Two  members  of  the  University  administration  at  Indiana,  among  others,  are 
closely  concerned  with  alumni  affairs  on  a  continuing  basis.  They  are  Isadore  R. 
Lenglet  as  Vice  President  for  University  Development  and  Lawrence  D.  Bergman  '46  as 
Executive  Director  of  the  University  Foundation. 

Lenglet,  appointed  Vice  President  last  summer,  had  been  Director  of  Campus 
Planning  and  Development  since  1969,  and  continues  in  that  capacity  as  well.  Bergman 
has  been  on  campus  since  1967,  in  a  dual  role,  as  he  is  also  Associate  Director  for 
Instructional  Resources. 


The  final  report  of  alumni  con- 
tributions for  the  giving  year  1972—73 
is  published  with  thanks,  thanks  to  the 
many  Indiana  graduates  and  friends 
who  have  again  demonstrated  fi- 
nancially that  they  truly  appreciate 
their  quality  college  education  and 
that  they  hope  to  see  the  same  con- 
tinue for  present  students. 

This  report  is,  nonetheless,  both 
encouraging  and  discouraging.  En- 
couraging because  an  estimated  two 
thirds  of  the  past  year's  givers  were 
those  who  had  never  contributed  be- 
fore or  who  returned  to  the  ranks  after 
an  absence  of  a  year  or  more.  Also 
because  the  average  contribution  from 
all  givers  increased  modestly. 

Discouraging  because,  conversely, 
two  thirds  of  all  alumni  who  extended 
their  help  in  1971—72  did  not  do  so 
this  year.  Had  they  done  so,  our  giving 
total  could  easily  have  been  a  time  and 
a  half  as  much,  and  could  have  es- 
tablished a  new  record  for  voluntary 
support  to  Indiana. 

This  underlines  the  importance  of 
annual  giving  becoming  just  that, 
annual,  as  we  all  reap  the  continuing 
benefit  of  our  Indiana  education  each 
year  of  our  professional  and  personal 
life.  We  cannot  emphasize  strongly 
enough  the  great  good  the  University 
can  so  reap  in  this  most  crucial  fiscal 
era. 


As  something  of  a  graduation  pres- 
ent, the  Alumni  Association  just  prior 
to  this  past  spring's  commencement 
gave  each  of  Indiana's  '73  May  grad- 
uates a  copy  of  The  Graduate  mag- 
azine. Designed  as  "a  handbook  for 
leaving  school"  and  nationally  pub- 
lished, it  includes  a  wealth  of  helpful 
material. 

Highlighted  are  insights  into  career 
and  business  affairs,  a  feature  on  cre- 
ativity, consumer  information,  more 
on  financial  and  personal  life,  and 
travel  suggestions.

Granted  an  opportunity  to  save  and  restore  to  significant  use  a  key  element  of 
Indiana  campus  heritage,  alumni  leaders  have  directed  that  all  contributions  to 
unrestricted  annual  giving  for  the  1973—74  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  challenging 
Breezedale  Restoration  Project. 

Once  fully  restored,  within  the  coming  few  years,  the  one  time  Elkin  and  Sutton 
residence  will  become  a  valued  center  of  alumni  and  student  life.  In  the  plan  are  a  suite 
of  alumni  offices,  guest  rooms,  reception  areas,  recital  hails,  meeting  rooms  and  a 
library  of  graduate  and  faculty  publishings. 

By  Homecoming,  a  great  deal  of  the  exterior  restoration  will  hopefully  be 
complete.  Scheduled  are  sandblasting  to  return  the  original  red  brick,  repointing, 
painting  of  all  trim  and  a  total  replacement  of  the  slate  roof.  Much  of  this  work  is 
being  made  possible  by  University  funds. 

Homecoming  morning  (see  Page  One)  several  of  those  who  have  taken  the  lead  in 
this  project  will  be  on  hand  to  give  their  thoughts  and  answer  questions  concerning  its 
future  directions.  Alumni  on  campus  this  past  May  for  Senior/Alumni  Weekend  saw 
and  heard  a  full,  similar  slide  presentation. 

Now  charted  for  the  immediate  future  is  the  securing  of  appropriate  period 
wallpaper  for  the  full  interior  of  the  house  and  the  retaining  of  a  qualified  mechanical 
engineer  to  design  the  essential  new  utility  systems.  Heating  and  air  conditioning, 
plumbing  and  electrical  work  are  all  to  be  redone. 

For  the  past  two  years,  George  Johnson  of  the  art  faculty  and  his  wife,  Julie,  have 
led  a  group  of  volunteer  students  in  working  three  hours  each  week  tearing  out 
modern  additions,  removing  inappropriate  overlays  and  refinishing  furnishings.  Much 
of  this  work  has  been  tedious  and  time  consuming. 

In  terms  of  finance,  alumni  contributions  —  before  given  this  new,  much  greater 
emphasis  -  have  amounted  to  approximately  $7000.  Concurrently,  the  graduating 
classes  of  '67,  '69,  '71  and  '72  have  all  designated  their  traditional  senior  class  gifts  to 
the  project. 

A  part  of  the  Indiana  community  and  campus  for  more  than  a  century,  the  house 
was  built  by  the  James  and  Sarah  Stanbury  Sutton  family  shortly  after  the  Civil  War. 
Including  a  large  porch,  which  will  be  rebuilt,  the  seven  acre  estate  was  sold  to  the 
Elkin  family  in  1899. 

Known  for  many  years  as  Elkin  House,  as  well  as  by  various  other  names,  the 
building  became  part  of  the  campus  in  1947.  It  was  first  used  as  a  men's  dormitory, 
the  music  department  was  housed  there  for  a  time,  as  was  foreign  languages  later  on, 
and  the  art  department  most  recently  occupied  the  mansion. 


Western  Pennsylvania  Historical  Review  recently  published  a  full  history  of 
Breezedale.  A  quantity  of  memento  copies  have  been  secured,  and  they  w/ill  be  mailed 
to  all  future  contributors  of  $10  or  more  to  the  1973-74  University  alumni  annual 
giving  campaign. 


MASTER  PLAN  OFFERS 

GIVING  OPPORTUNITY 

Through  a  new  Master  Plan  for  Alumni 
Giving  adopted  Senior/Alumni  Weekend, 
alumni  and  friends  contributing  to  annual 
giving  will  now  know  in  every  case  the 
general  purpose  to  which  their  gifts  will 
be  devoted.  As  in  the  past,  graduates  may 
direct  their  contributions  to  any  purpose 
they  wish. 

Under  the  Master  Plan,  in  addition  to 
the  feature  of  all  unrestricted  giving 
becoming  devoted  to  the  Breezedale  pro- 
ject, a  series  of  restricted  funds  is  to  be 
advanced  or  initiated.  As  the  total  rev- 
enue amount  becomes  known,  particular 
decisions  concerning  each  will  be  made 
next  spring.  They  include: 

Academic  Enrichment  —  This  will  be 
devoted  to  such  purposes  as  research, 
endowed  chairs  extended  to  visiting,  dis- 
tinguished professors,  programs  in  the 
arts  and  related  campus  activities.  Special 
contributions  for  particular  programs 
may  of  course  also  be  made  by  indi- 
viduals. 

Scholarships  —  This  can  include  as- 
sistance for  emergency  loans,  foreign  stu- 
dents, American  Indian  students.  Uni- 
versity Foundation  support  of  academic 
scholarships  and  any  other  special  pur- 
pose, particularly  encouraging  those  for 
which  current  University  financial  aid 
sources  prove  limited. 

Big  Indian  Scholarship  Fund  —  This 
program  reaffirms  the  principle  that 
many  alumni  desire  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  our  University  sports  program. 
Administered  by  varsity  coaches,  this 
fund  has  been  devoted  to  actual  scholar- 
ship and  to  book  grants. 

Library  Resources  —  Continuing  sup- 
port of  further  book  acquisitions  for 
Stabley  Library,  a  part  of  this  fund  may 
also  be  directed  to  such  special  depart- 
mental libraries  as  the  Arthur  F.  Nichol- 
son for  the  English  department  and  to 
that  in  Cogswell  for  music. 

Memorial  Contributions  —  As  ap- 
propriate memorial  recognition  to  grad- 
uates and  friends  of  the  University,  it  is 
suggested  that  family  and  others  may 
wish  in  this  way  to  make  possible  campus 
landscaping  and  limited  capital  and 
physical  improvement. 

It  should  be  further  noted  that  no  part 
of  any  revenues  to  the  alumni  annual 
giving  program  is  forwarded  to  Harris- 
burg.  All  such  funds  are  encouraged  in 
the  interest  of  direct  benefit  to  the 
University  and  its  students,  and  are  so 
directed.
